Most effective weed 
control will be obtained when this product is activated by at least 0.5 inch of rainfall or irrigation, or with shallow (1-2 inches) 
incorporation, prior to weed seed germination and within 14 days following application.

Established Turf
This product is a selective preemergence herbicide that, when properly applied, will control certain grass and broadleaf 
weeds in established turf grasses and lawns. The maximum amount of this product that may be applied per year is given 
for each turf grass species in the Maximum Annual Rates section of this label.

• rotate the use of Pro-Mate Barricade 0.375% Plus Fertilizer or other Group 3 Herbicides within a growing season 
sequence or among growing seasons with different herbicide groups that control the same weeds in a field.

• adopt an integrated weed-management program for herbicide use that includes scouting and uses historical 
information related to herbicide use and crop rotation, and that considers tillage (or other mechanical control 
methods), cultural (e.g., higher crop seeding rates; precision fertilizer application method and timing to favor the 
crop and not the weeds), biological (weed-competitive crops or varieties) and other management practices.

• scout after herbicide application to monitor weed populations for early signs of resistance development. Indicators 
of possible herbicide resistance include: (1) failure to control a weed species normally controlled by the herbicide at 
the dose applied, especially if control is achieved on adjacent weeds; (2) a spreading patch of non-controlled plants 
of a particular weed species; (3) surviving plants mixed with controlled individuals of the same species.

When to Overseed After Application
This product will inhibit the germination of turf species if overseeded too soon after application. Follow rates and intervals in 
the table below for best overseeding/reseeding results.

When to Apply After Overseeding Turf
Do not apply to overseeded turf within 60 days after seeding or until after the second mowing, whichever is longer. Injury to 
desirable seedlings is likely if this product is applied before seedling secondary roots are in the second inch of soil, not 
thatch plus soil.

Sequential applications may be made so long as the total amount of product applied does not exceed the maximum annual 
application rates specified for each turf species. Under heavy weed pressure and/or an extended growing season, most 
effective weed control may be obtained by making an initial application of 100-195 Ibs./A followed after 60-90 days by a 
second application at doses that would not exceed those given in the Maximum Annual Rates Table.
All applications must be made prior to germination of the weed seeds.
